To deflect light for ensuring that incident light goes out in a certain direction, as a technical feature of 
claims 2 and 8, and to change and set the image sensing direction for every pixel, as a technical feature of 
claims 6 and 12-19, are neither described in document 1 [JP, 8-205005 (Canon Inc.), 9 August, 1996 
(09.08.96)] cited in the written opinion or document 2 [WO, 91-6185, A (Vision III Imaging, Inc.), 2 
May, 1991 (02.05.91)] cited in the ISR nor obvious. 

The subject matters of claims 20-26 do not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step in view 
of document 3 [JP, 8-30243, A (Hokuriku Electric Industry Co., Ltd.), 2 February, 1996 (02.02.96)] cited 
in the ISR. To change the pixels to which the projection direction is allocated, is described in paragraph 
[0026] of document 3. 

The subject matters of claims 27-34 do not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step in view 
of document 4 [US, 4677468, A (NEC Home Electronics Ltd.), 30 June, 1987 (30.06.87)] cited in the 
ISR. It is a usual practice of a person skilled in the art and an obvious matter, to obtain the moving 
distance of the position of two-dimensional image information in an in-plane direction based on the 
information on the moving distance of the position of the three-dimensional image and the observation 
direction or projection direction, without having to refer to document 5 [US, 5825456, A (Olympus 
Optical Co., Ltd.), 20 August, 1998 (20.08.98)] cited in the ISR.
